New Jersey Woman Has Some Good Advice For Teen-Agers 


In the Reader’s Digest (April, 1953) there ap- 
pears a reprint of an article written for The Ameri- 
can Magazine by Elizabeth Force, who, for eleven 
years, has been conducting a course in a New Jersey 
town designed to help prepare students for family 
life. She submits several questions asked her by teen- 
agers, and gives answers which are, to a great degree, 
in keeping with what the Catholic answer would be. 

For instance, girls have asked her “Do you have 
to make love when you go out with the boys?” Her 
answer is “No, you do not have to,” and then she ob- 
serves: “Some girls complain that if they do not neck 
they will not get dates.” She refutes the idea by

soon. Since wisdom is usually on the parents’ side 
invite parents to present their case to the inquirer.”

The lady counselor says that girls are now mar- 
rying at the average age of twenty, and points out 
that “a girl marrying sooner is apt to make an im- 
mature choice—a choice she may regret. Many girls 
have told me, after completing the course, that they 
had broken off their engagement and now were 
thankful for the additional growing-up time.”

actually there is no such thing as 
an “ex-priest.” Like baptism and 
confirmation, Holy Orders imprints 
an everiasting character on the 
soul. Once a Christian, always a 
Christian. Once a priest, always a 
priest—<disbarred, disgraced. un 
frocked. silenced though he may 
be, he can no more divest himself 
of his priesthood than he can 
change his blood or parentarce 
‘ith the constant growth of the 
Anferican Church, the number of 
our priests is well past the 40,000 
mark. One must look for a corres 
ponding rise in the number of 
priestly casualties

morning I attended the 

ordination of seven young men 
to the > pematheed for Diocese 
of Fort Wayne. As might be 
pected my thoughts travelled back 
to the day that I was among those 
who tremblingly knelt before the 
Bishop to receive the awesome, un- 
believable powers of the priest- 
hood. And I am sure that every 
riest there was also thinking 
back upon the day of his ordina- 
tion.

As I watch- 
ed the Bishop give the miraculous 
power to change bread into the 
Body of Christ and wine into His 
Blood, I thought of the countless 
times that I have performed that 
sacred function. I thought of the 
many times through the years that 
my Masses have been at the very 
center of occasions of joy, sorrow 
and thanksgiving. I thought of 
the happy faces which have ap 
peared at the Communion rail I 


ear and doubt, but who had re.

Then as the Bishop extended to 
these young men the power to for- 
give sins, I thought of still other 
things. I could recall meeting wit 
souls in the Confessional who were 
on fire with the love of God and 
who wanted to know what more 
they could do to please God. I 
could recall the many who came 
to the feet of Christ crushed with 
the burden of sin and who now 
wanted to return to the Father's 
House. There was the mental pic- 
ture of souls who were laboring 
under the heavy cross of scrupu- 
lousity, but who were very close 
to Christ, closer than they knew 


Then there were the souls who 
were living amidst the fiercest of 
temptations, who were badly cut 
and torn from the strife. but the 
colors still flying and souls still 
untarnished with sin Heroic souls, 
these. All they asked for was a few 
spiritual band-aids and they were 
off again to the fight’ 


These young men now receiving

A young soldier from Maine has 
just been released by the commu- 
nists. He told a Marine chaplain 
that he had been baptized but nev- 
er made his First Communion. He 
asked earnestly to be allowed to 
make it now. 


The chaplain questioned the 
soldier on his knowledge of Cath- 
olic doctrine and found he knew 
enough. He heard his Confession 
and then brought him to an impro- 
vised altar at the rear of the tent 
There the man knelt as the chap 
lain opened the pyx. The day of 
that soldier’s liberation was also 
the day of his First Communion.

(Lieut.) Elmer F. Ernst. CPPS. 
son of Mr. and Mrs Elmer H

A recent ietter from Father 
Ernst to his parents tells something 
of the joy and excitement at Free 
dom Village as American POW's 
were exchanged 

“Page after page could be writ 
ten on the tast two days during 

all states 
have been exchanged.” Father 
Ernst writes. “Spent some of the 
happiest moments of my life just 
seeing and talking to some of these 
men . The Catholic men, we 
heard their confessions and gave 
them Holy Communion. The joy 
in their faces was unsurpassed by 
anything that I have ever seen 
some of them it has been as much 
as 28 months that they have been 
prisoners and had a chance to go 
to the Sacraments. All were eager 
and they did not have to be en 
couraged in the least.” 

Father Ernst mentioned in pat 
ticular a Marine from San Antonio 
Tex. (see picture). The Marine had 
been captured last October and 
has lost both of his legs from ar 
tillery fire. He had lain in a cave 
three days as a wounded prisoner 

Father talked to him for quite 
awhile and was impressed by his 
remarkable attitude. “I shall a! 
ways remember his face and the 
expression of real joy.”
